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PREFACE. 

The aim in thifl book has been to bring into shape, suit- 
able for daily use in the schools, the clear and complete 
exhibition of English Orthography and Orthoepy, found in 
the last edition of Webster's great American Dictionary. 

The plan adopted for this purpose is, in several respects, 
quite out of the beaten track for works of this kind. 

This will especially appear in the series of exercises on 
the powers and uses of the vowels, which, though prepared 
for this special purpose, have, nevertheless, all the sim- 
plicity of ordinary spelling lessons. 

It will appear, also, in the method employed for the 
illustration of the several Rules for Spelling, which are 
here supported, not, as is usual, by a few instances, how- 
ever appropriate, but by such an array 6i examples, all 
digested into lessons of convenient size, as can not fail to 
fix in the mind of the learner the means of determining at 
once the true spelling of thousands of words. 

In the collection of Test Wobds, too, will be found a feat- 
ure singularly useful for the higher classes in schools, and 
for Teachers' Institutes ; embracing, as it does, over tivo 
thousand words, so arranged as to reveal, many similarities 
and differences that ordinarily escape the attention of 
youth entirely. 

The whole is eminently praclicdL It shows the laws and 
usages of the language in respcxjt to spelling and pronun- 
ciation, it explains by comparison, by control, by analysis, 
and by formal definition, the true meaning and application 
of words ; yet all this is done without cumbering the path of 
the pupil with any perplexing details of theoretic teaching. 

It remains to be added that this Umoiff Spblleb, which is 
the product of no small labor and tiiought, has had, in its 
preparation throughout, the aid and counsel of James N. 
McElligott, LL.D., of New York City, whose services we 
have had the satisfaction to acknowledge in the prepara- 
tion of several previous works.

SECTION I. 

ORTHOGRAPHY. 



Orthography treats of letters, syllables and words. 

Letters are marks, or characters used to represent 
the sounds of the human voice, heard in speaking. 
The number of letters in English is twenty-six. In 
respect to form, they are distinguished as capitals and 
srtiall letters. In respect to the sounds they are em- 
ployed to represent, they are either vowels or consonants. 

A VOWEL represents a free, uninterrupted sound of 
the voice. The vowels are a, e, t, o, w, y. W, also, 
when preceded by a vowel in the same syllable, has 
sometimes the force of a vowel, as in the words ^ew, cow^ 
power, /, followed by a vowel in the same syllable, 
as in alien {dl yen\ is a consonant ; so, also, is y, as in yet, 
J7, after y, and sometimes after g and 5, is a consonant 
equal to w, as in quit {kwit\ languid, assuage, 

A DIPHTHONG is the union of two vowels in the 
same syllable ; as oi in oil. If, however, one only of the 
vowels is sounded, the diphthong is called improper. 
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A TRIPHTHONG is the union of three vowels in the 
same syllable ] sisieuin lieu. 

A CONSONANT IS a letter that represents a sound of 
the voice, modified by some interruption from the 
organs of speech. The consonants are separately con- 
sidered in Section II. 

A SYLLABLE is a letter, or a combination of letters, 
uttered by one emission of the voice ; as, hoi/, boy'isK 

A WORD is a syllable, or a combination of syllables, 
significant of some thought, or idea ; as, house, manly. 

A word of one syllable is called a monosyllable, 
a word of two syllables, a dissyllable, a word of three 
syllables, a trisyllable, a word of four or more syl- 
lables, a polysyllable. 

A PRIMITIVE word is One derived from no other 
word; os^fear. 

A DERIVATIVE WORD is One formed from a primi- 
tive, by means of prefixes and sufiixes ; as, fear lessy 
re turn. 

A SIMPLE WORD is One not compounded; as, miUc, 
man. 

A COMPOUND WORD is One composed of two or more 
simple ones; as, 77ii7/cma7i, nevertheless. 

Accent is a special stress of the voice, which dis- 
tinguishes one syllable above others in the same word ; 
as, hap' py, he dew'. 

Accent is either primary, as that- on the last sylla- 
ble of in tend', or secondary, as that on the first sylla- 
ble of su' per in tend'. 

Orthoepy treats of the proper pronunciution of 
words, as Orthography treats of their proper spelling. 
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SECTION II. 
POWERS AND USES OF THE LETTERS. 

Eacli of the vowels has its regular long^ short, and its 
occasional sounds which are distinctly marked in the 
Kej, pages 14 and 15. All these various vowel sounds, 
as also some that are exceptional, will be found fully illus- 
trated in the opening exercises of this book, 

CON-SON ^N"TS. 
B. 

B has but one sound, as in bid, i-ib. Before t and after 
m in the same syllable, it is generally silent, as in 
debt, bomb. It is, also, silent in bdellium. 

C. 

C has the sound of s before e, t, or y, as m cent, cite, 
cyst, doc' lie. This is its soft sound. Before a, o, u, 
I, or r, as in cat, cot, cut, clot, crop — before k, 8, or 
t jBnal, as in hack, optics, act, and, also, when it ends 
a word, or a syllable not followed by e, i, or y, as 
in lac, tac tic, it has the sound of k. This is its 
hard sound. In a few words, it has the sound of 2, 
as in sice {size), suffice, sacrifice ; in some cases, it is 
eilent, as in Ozar, indict, victuals, muscle. 

D. 

The regular sound of this letter is heard in sad, date, 
madden ; after a whispered, or sharp consonant in 
the same syllable, it has the sound of t, as in missed 
(mist), vexed. In Wednesday/, handsome, handkerch- 
ief, and wind^ row, it is silent. 
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F. 

This letter has but one sound, as in Jlame, soft] staffs 
except in the word of^ which is pronounced ov. It 
is never silent. 

a. 

G, before a, o, and u^ as in gah^ gore^ gun^ has, except 
in the word gax>l (Jdle\ a hard sound ; also, before 
I and r, as in glad, grope, and occasionally before 
€y i and y, as in get^ give, hgy. It has this hard 
sound always at the end of a word, or a syllable not 
followed by c, i, or y, as in beg^ big, bog; so, too, when 
doubled, as in begging, biggest, boggy. Before e, i, 
and y, however, with very few exceptions, g has its 
soft sound, as in gem, ginger, gypsum, rigid. In a 
few words, g has the sound of zh, ha in rouge (roozh). 
Before m and n it is silent, as in phlegm, sign, gnat. 
H, 

H represents a mere breathing, or aspirate, as in home, 
hat. It is silent after g, as in ghost, after r, as in 
rhyme, as also when preceded by a vowel in the 
same syllable, as in oh, Jehovah. 
J. 

J has very nearly the sound of dzh^ being the precise 
equivalent o{g soft, as in jibe. In hallelujah, (when 
spelled with /,) it has the sound of y. It is never 

silent. 

K. 
K has but one sound, as in ken, hin. It is silent before 
n in the same syllable, as in knight; also after c, as 

in back. 

L. * 
L has but one sound, as in lame, land, miHer, It is 
sometimes silent, especially before a final consonant, 
as in calm^ walky wouU^ half. 
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M. 

M has but one sound, as in mahe, clamy hammer. It is 
silent before n in the same syllable, as in mnemonics. 

N. 

N has two sounds, — ^that heard in note^ ien^ nail, and 
that in linger ^ link, uncle, which latter is essentially 
the same sound as that represented by ng. This 
sound it has, as a general rule, before g, h, c, q^ and 
Xy as in anger {ang' ger\ link, cinque (sink), zinc, 
minx, 

P. 

P has but one sound, — that heard in pen, lip, hop, except 
in the words cupboard Qciib' urd) and clapboard 
{klaVhord), where it has the sound of i. It is 
silent, when initial, before n, 5 and t, as in pneu. 
matic, psalm, ptarmigan; so, also, in a few other 
cases, as in receipt, corps {core), raspberry. 

This letter always occurs before u, and the two (qu) 
together have the sound generally of kw, as in 
quiet Qzunet). In some words, however, qu has the 
sound of k only, as in coquette (cokef), antique. 

R. 

Before a vowel in the same syllable, as in ream, dream, 
as also when between two vowels, the first of which 
is short, as in baron, merit, fiorid, the letter r has a 
rough, or trilled sound. In other situations, it has 
a smooth or palatal sound, as in far, form, terse; 
while in others still, it has this smooth, or palatal 
sound combined with an obscure vowel sound, 
somewhat like that of u in urge, as in the words 
fare, ore, our. B is never silent. 
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This letter has two sounds ; one sharp and hissing, as 
in sirif mistj the other flat and buzzing, as in has 
{haz\ amttse. 
S, with its sharp sound, following a liquid or another 
5, and coming before a letter with the sound of y 
consonant, (as i in version^ mansion^ passion,) also, 
in some cases, where it comes before u, (as in sure^ 
sugar\ has the sound of sh. In some words s alone 
has this sound, as in nausea (naushea), Asiatic, 
JS, preceded by a vowel in an accented syllable, and 
folhioed by a vowel with the sound of y consonant, in 
connection with the latter vowel, generally has the 
sound of zh ; thus, vision (vizhun), fusion {fuzhun), 
&c. ; so, also, in scission, abscission, rescission. S is 
silent in a few words, as in aisle, isle, island, demesne, 
puisne, viscount, and mostly at the end of French 
words, adopted in English, as, chamois {sham' my). 

T. 

The proper sound of t is heard in the words, tahe^ note, 
latter. When t precedes ia, ie, and io, and, at the 
same time, follows an accented syllable not ending in 
s or X, it has the sound of sh, as in patient {pa shent), 
station, partial, &c. Preceded by x or s, the t and i 
preserve each its own separate sound, or together 
assume the sound of ch, as in mixtion {mikst' yun, or 
mih' chun), question, &c. 

V. 
The true sound of this letter is heard in vale, civil, 
live. It is never silent, except in sevennight {sennit). 

W. 
W, before a vowel in the same syllable, is a consonant, 
with a sound closely resembling oo in moon, as in 
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the words wet {poet)y winCy iivine^ reward; after a 
. vowel, however, in the same syllable, it is either 
altogether siknt^ as in the words, grow, grown, 
or, with the vowel preceding, forms a diphthong; 
thus, few {fu\ new (nw), cow {pw like ou in our\ 
power. Before r, in the same syllable, w is silent, 
as in wring (ring), wrote, as also in the words answer 
{anser), toward (to' ard), and iivo {too). 

X. 

X has two sounds — that of ks, as in tax (tales), which is 
called its sharp sound, and that of gz, as in eocist 
{egzist\ which is called its soft, or flat sound. When 
commencing a word, it has the sound of z, as in 
xebec (zebec). 

T. 

Y, when a consonant, always precedes a vowel in the 
same syllable, as in you, halyard. When a vowel, 
it has exactly the saAe sound as i ; thus, hjmn 
(him), tyrant. 

Z. 

The regular sound of 2; is heard in zone, maze, hazy. 
In some words, it has the sound of zh, as seizure 
(seez yur). In rendezvous (re«' de voo) it is silent. 

CH. 

OH has nearly the sound of tsh, as in child, much, richly. 
In some words, it has the sound of sh, as chaise, 
machine. In some, it sounds like k, as chorus. In 
drachm (dram), schism (sizm), and yacht (jyot), ch is 
silent. 

an. 

GH, beginning a word, has the sound of g hard, as in 
ghost (g^t). In hiccough (hik* kup), it has the sound 
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of p. In Other cases, it sounds like^ as, in draught 
{dra/l)y or like /c, as, in hoiLgh Qwk). After e, it is 
silent, as in sigh (sz), and generally before ty as in 
taught {tawt) ; so, also, in though {thJo\ and through 
{thrdo). 

PH. 
PH has usually the sound of/, as in sylph {sylf\ phan- 
tom. In Stephen {steven\ it sounds like v. Before 
til initial, it is silent, as in phthisic {£iz' ik), as also in 
a few other cases. 

SH. 

The proper sound of this combination is heard in 
shop^ shine, flesh. Sh is never silent, but the sound 
which it indicates, is represented variously ; by c, for 
example, as in a ce an* ic, — ^by «, as in nausea, — by t, 
as in negotiate^ — ^by ce, as in ocean, — ^by cif, as in 
social, — ^by si, as in tension, — ^by ti, as in captious^ — 
by xi, as in noxious, — ^by cA, as in machine^ — ^by sd^ 
as in conscience, &c, 

TH. 

TH has a sharp, or whispered sound, as in thing, hreaih^ 
author, and a flat or vocal sound, as in thine, then^ 
mother. Th in thyme (time), phthisic {tvz ik), Thomas 
(tom as), Thames {temz), sounds like t. 

WH. 

The letters in this combination are sounded as if written 
hw^ as in what (hwat). In who^ whole^ and whoop^ 
the w is silent. 

ZH. 

The sound represented by this combination, is heard 
in the words fusion^ (fuzhun)^ hraaier (hrazher), 
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and some others, though the combi nation itself 
never occurs in the proper spelling of any English 
' word. 

ASSII^TTi AmON OW CONSOJ^ANTS. 

The consonants called flat, vocal or sonant, and those 
called sharp, aspirate or surd, have a marked correspond- 
ence to each other. Thus, each flat^ in the list follow- 
ing, has, immediately under it, its corresponding sharp : — 

J, V, th (as in thine)^ d, z, zh^ g, flats. 
Pi f% ^ (2^ i^ ihiri)^ t, «, sh^ A, sharps. 

In the attempt to pronounce a flat and a sliarp, in one 
and the same syllable, either one of the letters will be- 
come silent, or be assimilated to the other. Thus, in the 
words, debt and subtle^ b being a flat and t a sharp, the b 
is not heard at all ; for we pronounce these words as if 
written det, sut' I. 

In forming the English Possessive Case, on the other 
hand, as lad^s, for example, we often bring together two 
consonants that are pronounced with ease, if pronounced 
at all, only by assimilating the sound of the one to that 
of the other ; so that while to the eye, as in the above 
example, we have lad^s^ to the ear^ the word is lad% that 
is, s which is sharp has, in reality, been changed into «, 
which is flaty so as to correspond with the rf, which is, 
also, flat. 

This affinity between the two classes of consonants is, 
also, seen in forming plurals by the addition of «, as 
dogs {dogz\ in the third person singular of verbs, as boards 
(boardz\ and in affixing ed to form certain Preterits and 
Participles, as, marked (markt\ missed {mist). See note,

When several words, in the same colamn, are accented on the same 
syllable, ihe first only bears the accentual mark; so, also, when two 
or more words, in succession, have each one or more silent letters, 
occurring relatively on the same syllable, the first only is Italieised, 
This rule is, also, observed in respect to all the marks used in this 
book, to indicate the various sounds of tho vowels and consonants.

Thus the meaning of each part is disclosed, and the 
whole satisfactorily explained. This mode of dealing 
with words, in order to ascertain their full and exact sig- 
nification, is called, Analysis. 

It should be added, that the roots or radicals, in Eng- 
lish, are of two hinds. Some of them are entire, inde- 
pendent words, and may stand in a sentence without 
being combined with any prefix or suffix. Thus, act, 
JOIN, SOFT, are of this kind, and are hence called separ- 
able radicals. 

But there are many which, like ject, in eject, cltjde, 
in EXCLUDE, and tep, in tepid, can never appear alone. 
These have a separate and independent meaning^ like the 
others, and may be defined in the same manner; but, 
because of their always forming only a part of a word, 
they are called inseparable radicals. 
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In the Exercises following, the Prefix, and the Eadi- 
CAL, each with the proper definition underneath, occupy 
the first and second columns respectively. In the third 
column, they are put together as one woi-d, and in the 
fourth, the Derivative word thus formed, is defined by 
bringing together the definitions previously given of the 
parts taken separately.

7. The chief words in the titles of books should begin 
with capitals ; as, Pope's Essay on Man. 

8. Names of things personified, should begin with cap- 
itals ; as, 

" When Music, heavenly maid, was young." — Collins. 

9. Words derived from proper names commonly begin 
with capitals ; as, American, Newtonian. 

10. Any word denoting a thing of special importance, 
may begin with a capital ; as. He supported the Reform Bill.

The Brackets ( [ ] ) are used to include words that serve 
to explain the preceding word or sentence ; as, Newton [the 
Philosopher], was a great Astronomer, 

The Quotation ( " " ) is used to include a passage that 
is taken from some other author ; as, " Know thy self." 

The Apostrophe ( ' ) denotes the possessive case ; as, 
John's hat ; or the omission of one or more letters of a 
word ; as, us'd for used. 

The Ellipsis ( ) denotes that some letters in a word 

are omitted ; as L -cZ for Lord. 

Tlie Hyphen ( - ) is used to connect compound words ; 
as, land-mark ; also, to mark the division of a word. 

The Caret ( /^ ) is used to show that something has been

omitted through mistake ; thus, Chales ; Virtue amiable.

The Section ( § ) is used to divide a book or chapter 
into parts. 

The Paragraph ( ^ ) denotes the beginning of a new 
subject. 

The Index or hand ( «&• ) points out a paragraph, which 
is to be particularly observed. 

The Asterisk ( * ), the Obelisk ( f ), the Double Dagger 
( J ), the Parallel ( || ), and sometimes letters and figures, 
are used to refer the reader to notes in the margin, or at 
the bottom of the page. 

The Brace ( .— ^— s ) is used to connect several words with 
one common term. 

The DisBresis ( ** ) is placed over the latter of two vowels, 
to show that they belong to two distinct syllables j thus, 
orthoepy.
